"The  Big  Dollar",  "Indian  Head"  and  "The  Chippewa  Valley  Coin  Club". 
The  latter  receiving  the  most  votes  became  the  official  name  of  the 
club. 

Officers  elected  at  the  first  meeting  were  Alvin  Nerlson,  President; 
Andrew  Barthalomew,  Vice-president;  Bee  Stuewer, 
Secretary-Treasurer.  Tom  Lang  was  appointed  Librarian.  The 
annual  dues  were  voted  to  be  $2.00. 

Mr.  Len  Person  brought  a display  of  coins  to  the  first  meeting.  Len 
continues  to  be  active  in  the  club  at  the  present  time.  The  club 
members  voted  to  join  A.N.A.  at  its  first  meeting.  Don  Kagin  joined 
the  Chippewa  Valley  Coin  Club  in  the  early  60's  and  presented  the 
club  with  a copy  of  the  Red  Book  for  its  library. 

Past  meeting  places  included  the  Altoona  Auditorium,  Police 
Department,  Y.M.C.A.  and  the  building  behind  City  Hall  which 
burned  (the  club  lost  many  of  its  belongings  in  the  fire).

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In  1832,  a fur  trader  named  Louis  Demarie  settled  on  the  west  bank 
of  the  Chippewa  River  opposite  the  confluence  with  the  Eau  Claire  River. 
However,  it  was  not  until  1846,  when  construction  of  a dam  and  a sawmill 
on  the  Eau  Claire  River  stimulated  a significant  settlement,  and  Eau  Claire 
began  to  grow.  Floodwaters  destroyed  the  sawmill  and  an  adjoining  dam, 
but  within  the  next  six  years  three  more  sawmills  were  erected.  By  1855, 
this  growth  had  mushroomed  into  a village.  The  community  was  given  the 
name  of  the  nearby  river,  "Eau  Claire",  which  in  French  means  "Clear 
Water". 

In  1857,  as  Elizabeth  Peabody  found  it,  "It  did  not  seem  to  be  a town; 
at  all. ..just  a promise."  And  on  promises  and  sawdust  a city  was  built.  From. 
1872,  the  year  when  Eau  Claire  became  a city,  until  1890,  the  greatest! 
growth  spurt  occurred.  The  city  was  turning  into  a lumbering  kingdom.  Dur- 
ing this  time  22  mills  were  sawing  northern  lumber  on  the  banks  of  the  Eau; 
Claire  and  Chippewa  Rivers.  In  one  year  16  million  feet  of  wood  was  cut  and 
sawed.  Lumber  was  well  established  in  Eau  Claire  in  the  60's  and  with  the: 
railroad's  presence  around  1870,  lumbering  became  the  leading  industry 
and  Eau  Claire  became  one  of  the  major  logging  cities  of  the  world. 

In  1890,  the  lumber  industry  started  leveling  off,  and  by  1910,  it  waf 
on  the  decline.  The  softwoods  were  nearly  exhausted  from  the  northerr 
forests  and  the  hardwoods  were  being  harvested  at  a rapid  rate.  A slump  ir 
population  from  1890  to  1920  was  ended  when  a Michigan  promoter,  R.B 
Gillette,  organized  the  Safety  Tire  Company  in  Eau  Claire  in  1916.  Today,  i 
is  known  as  Uniroyal  and  employs  about  2,000. 

Because  of  its  strategic  location  on  major  highway  routes,  beinj 
served  by  three  railroads  plus  a busy  airport,  Eau  Claire  has  become  an  im 
portant  center  of  activity  in  west  central  Wisconsin.

After  much  discussion, 
WCTA  officers  have  asked 
that  the  following  language 
to  be  drafted  into  a sales 
and  use  tax  exemption,  for 
sales  and  purchases  of  pre- 
cious metal  bullion  and  mon- 
etized bullion.  We  basically 
followed  the  Idaho  law,  and 
made  slight  modifications. 
The  definitions  we  provided 
for  the  drafters  are  as  fol- 
lows: "precious  metal  bul- 

lion" means  any  elementary 
precious  metal  which  has 
been  put  through  a process 
of  smelting  or  refining  in- 
cluding, but  not  limited  to 
gold,  silver,  platinum,  pal- 
ladium, rhodium,  and  chrom- 
ium, and  which  is  in  such 
state  or  condition  that  its 
value  and  price  depend  upon 
its  contents  and  not  upon 
its  form.  "Monetized  bul- 
lion" means  coins  or  other 
forms  of  money  manufactured 
from  precious  metal  bullion 
and  heretofore,  now,  or  her- 
eafter used  as  a medium  of 
exchange  under  the  laws  of 
this  state,  any  other  state, 
the  United  States,  or  any 
foreign  nation,  but  shall 
not  include  coins  or  money 
sold  as  jewelry  or  works  of 
art.

When  the  1986  ANA/Milwa- 
ukee  convention  medal  pro- 
gram was  in  its  formative 
stage,  general  chairman  Kurt 
Krueger  asked  the  writer  to 
"rank"  past  and  present  Wis- 
consin numismatists,  not 
only  in  prominance,  but  to 
rate  them  as  numismatists. 
What  sounded  like  a simple 
request  turned  out  to  be  a 
full  blown  project,  and  the 
names  sent  to  Kurt  "re- 
worked" a number  of  times 
and  still  very  subjective. 

In  my  non- numismatic 
profession  as  a quality  an- 
alyist,  to  rate  or  rank  any- 
thing demands  either  a cri- 
teria or  a set  of  standards, 
so  my  first  step  then  was  to 
create  a criteria  on  which 
numismatists  could  be  rated. 


The  other  alternative  was  to 
create  a set  of  standards, 
with  someone  revered  in  the 
hobby  at  the  top  scale  ( 100) 
and  perhaps  a convicted  nu- 
mismatic felon  at  the  other 
end  (0),  a much  more  compli- 
cated system  in  this  case. 

I had  hoped  to  have  no 
more  than  10  points  of  cri- 
teria, but  ended  up  with  12. 
Criteria  for  a numismatic 
ranking- 10  points  each  cri- 
teria :

The  October  1st  issue  of 
"Sound  Currency"  for  1898 
Tends  these  interesting  quo- 
tes concerning  state  bank 
probiems  around  the  time  of 
Wis cons ins  impending  state- 
hood . 

"Governor  Dodge  in  his 
annual  message  in  1839  cal- 
led attention  to  the  issue 
of  post  notes,  which  he  cha- 
racterized as  "a  violation 
of  all  judicious  banking." 
In  spite  of  the  favorable 
showing  made  before  the  Leg- 
islative Committee  in  1839 
suspicion  was  aroused  that 
the  affairs  of  the  bank  were 
being  badly  managed.  Its  ca- 
shier was  Samuel  B.  Knapp, 
at  that  time  the  fiscal  ag- 
ent of  Wisconsin  Territory. 

On  December  10,  1840,  a 
committee  which  had  been  ap- 
pointed by  resolution  made  a 
careful  analysis  of  the  ba- 
nk's assets.  They  found  that 
the  bills  of  exchange  were 
secured  by  bills  of  lading 
covering  66,904  pigs  of  lead 
which  had  been  shipped  East, 
and  40,000  pigs  of  lead  and 
775,000  pounds  of  shot,  not 
yet  shipped  but  under  the 
control  of  the  bank." 

Shortly  after,  Sam  Knapp 
and  his  brother  R.C.  Knapp 
abscounded  with  the  Mineral 
Point  Bank's  assets,  they 
were  later  caught,  but  much 
of  the  money  was  never  re- 
covered . 


"Inasmuch  as  the  total 
capital  was  only  $100,000  it 
is  apparent  that  the  stock 
holders  were  permitted  tc 
withdraw  the  money  paid  for 
their  stock  before  the  bank 
failed . "
